One of the prison 
ers was captured, but not in the woods 
He was found in the street in Chicago 
The first question asked of him by th- 
sleuths of Chicago -was: "Where is Tom 
^Meyers?" 
The reply 
was short 


"Dead." 


Eor a day or more that was all the 


captured man would tell, hut when th 
sheriff from Wankegan went down to 
the western metropolis the prisoner 
talked to hina. As the visiting official in 
Brooklyn remembers it the prisoner's 
storyjto the sheriff -was like this: 


"The first day of freedom Tom iley< 


ers -was. taken sick: - He couldn't'trave, 
with ns, but he was such a smart guy 
•we couldn't leave him. He had plannet 
the escape. Then we found a big-pile of 
underbrush and crowded xr.to it. It 
rained pitchforks the first night, anc 
poor Tom got worse. He was as tender 
as a spring chicken, Tom was, and the 
exposure told on him fa^. He wanted 
us to leave him, bnt we told him we 
would stick to him"as long as «e lived, 
and if he -was taken we ivould all go to- 
gether. We took off our coats and made 
him a bed, and one night when the rain 
run through the brush as it -would 
through a sieve, we took turn 
about 


hotdinga hat 01 er his face so it wouldn't 
get dncked. Once we heard the blood- 
hounds bark, so close did they come. 
Poor Tom had been doing a good deal 
of barking himself—coughing, I mean 
—and when it was necessary for him to 
keep quiet he done it like a soldier, he 
did. 


"One of us crawled out next morning 


and stole some bread from a farmhouse 
and went back to our shack au<J di- 
vided the loaf. 
VTp would hn-ve gone 


hungry and let poor Tom have nil of it 
if he could have eaten it. but his hunger 
wasgro-tting less all the time, and he 
s-a-allo-wed mighty little of the stuff. 


"That night while it was mj turn to 


told his head on ray lap he asked me in 
a whisper that wasn't as strong as a sick 
woman would have said it to put my car 
close to him, and I did, and he said 
to;me: 


" 'Bury ine here, and 1 hen you can es- 


cape. Some day, w hen it'h kafe. you can 
teli.iuy..friends. Don't waJke the boys.' 


"And before I could e\en sa\ good-by 


:o him he was deader lhan a mackerel. 
I don't remember in nil nij life that I 
c-ver saw a man die before. 
I've seen 


most everything but that. 
Arm 1 ac- 


tually held Tom's head after he was 
dead fora longtime, but 1 can't tell hew- 
long. But i see the dajlight breaking 
through the brush before I called the 
other bo\« to wake up. 


''Men in our situations had r.o time 


to pass any resolutions or make any 
"pecchtfs, and men i.ke us ain't up in 
such things nohow, but we said a few 
words about his bein gritty, and then 
we buttoned hit coat and turned up the 
collar. Two of ns dug out a place vuth 
our hands, and thin -«e all laid his body 
ir. it, ami we wrote his name on a bit of 
paper we had and pat rt in his pocket. 
Then we covered the body with leaves 
and thro-n-ed OB the dirt, anc. then cov- 
ered np that with more 'loaves nr.il 
branches. One of the jjaag said he re- 
membered something he learnt at Sun- 
day school and said it oter Tom, -what- 
ever it was, and then each man struck 
out for himself. 


"Could 1 find the place where we 


titmeil him? You bet, in the dark. A 
man ain't likely to forget such a thing- 
in all of his life!" 


"The sheriff of Waukegan told ine," 


i>aid the officer in Brooklyn, "that he 
never heard such a story as the prisoner 
told him, and that it beat anything he 
ever saxr in a theater. And that the 
toughest Job le ever had was to take 
h.s man back to jail."—Breokljn Eagle.

Faiton, whosl- vessel, the American ship 
George B. Stetson, was burned at sea 
off the coast Of Formosa about two 
months ago, has just arrived at San 
Francisco, and tells a graphic story of 
the destruction of the vessel, She was 
this, only woman aboard.

"I did not understand at first when 


the alarm was given," said Mrs. Patton, 
"but a moment later my husband came 
into the cabin and told me to hurry 
and clothe the baby acd myself for a 
trip in an open boat. By the time T was 
clothed and reached the deck with the 
baby the flames had got aft as far as 
the mainmast and tie rigging above 
my head was all ablaze. 


"The long boat was in the water 


alongside with eight of the crew in it, 
and the baby was> carried down a flimsy 
Jacob's 'adder into it by one of the. 
cailors, and I followed. Just as I got 
into the boat there was a loud roar and 
the skylight and roof of the cabin was 
lifted off by an explosion of the gases 
that had formed in the rooms aft. My 
hosband and bis two mates were at the 
rail of the ship aft when tie explosion 
came and they lost no time in getting 
in the boat, and the painter was cast 
off. 
A moment later the. whole ship 


was a mass of flames from stem 
to 


stern, and as we puUed away the great 
towering mainmast fell.

Our first census, made in 1795, show e<

It is esti- 
mated that the twelfth census, to be 
made in June, 1900, will show that our 
people number 75,000,000, and that the 
item of clerk hire, in the census bureau 
alone, will exceed $5,000,500.
